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REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 were rejected as anticipated by PRAS et al. 
"Internet Accounting," IEEE Communications Magazine, May 2001. 
Claims 1 and 10 have been amended and reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection are respectfully requested. 

Amended claims 1 and 10 provide that the content is a 
single set of data identifiable in advance and that the network 
system assigns the band only while this content is being 
transmitted and that the network system receives from the user a 
single payment that includes a content fee and a fee for assuring 
the band is available only during transmission of this content. 
In other words, the user makes a single payment to assure a band 
is available only during transmission of the content, where the 
single payment covers both the content and transport of the 
content, and where the content is a set of data identifiable in 
advance. Support for the amendment is found, for example, on 
page 18, line 14 through page 19, line 1; page 21, lines 3-10; 
page 22, line 29 through page 23, line 1. Note that a single set 
of data may be a concert, a sporting event, or other definable 
event (page 19, lines 12-13) . 

PRAS et al . disclose an internet accounting system in 
which usage-based charges are proposed and in which the user 
selects a QoS (page 10 9, bottom of right column) . However, the 
reference does not disclose or suggest that the network system 
assign a band only for transmission of a content that is a single 
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set of data identifiable in advance, where the user pays for the 
content and the band availability in the form of a single payment 
for both content and transport. Please note that "diffserv" 
(page 109) relates to an internet provider service that is 
available 24/7 and does not relate to provision of a single set 
of data (e.g., a music title or the like). 

Accordingly, amended claims 1-17 avoid the rejection 
under §102 . 

New claims 18-20 have been added and are allowable 
because PRAS et al. do not disclose that the selected content has 
a data volume that is known prior to selection of the content 
(claims 18-19), or that the network system selects the band 
necessary for transmission based on a size of said content (claim 
20) . 

In view of the present amendment and the foregoing 
remarks, it is believed that the present application has been 
placed in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance 
are respectfully requested.
